We're  sitting  at  BierBeisl,  the  Spring  Arcade's  new  casual  Austrian  eatery, 
it's  1:15am,  they're  thankfully  open  til  2 every  day  and  have  free  WiFi  and 
coffee,  tea,  wine  & beer,  and  a full  menu.  Though  almost  no  one  else  is  here. 
Downtowners  often  complain  that  there  aren 't  enough  good  late  night  cafe- 
esque  options.  But  are  we  ready  to  actually  utilize  one? 

8th  Street  is  one  massive  construction  zone,  as  8th  and  Olive  gears  up  to  be  a 
shiny  new  corner  complete  with  apartments.  Whole  Foods  and  the  Freehand 
Hotel.  Just  down  the  street  sits  one  of  our  favorite  remaining  buildings , the 
Hotel  Bristol,  with  its  San  Francisco-like  Victorian-era  facade.  Thanks  to 
the  Bristol,  the  trees,  and  overall  vacantness,  the  block  possessed  a 
sleepier  quainter  charm  than  the  average  central  Downtown  street.  But 
construction  is  changing  that,  bringing  noise  and  temporary  traffic  and  new 


beginnings  along  8th.
